Sept. 17.— Th« funeral 
fervlcea at the capitoi over the re 
mal|is of the late President Mckinley 
were simple and beautiful. The rites 
began at Id. and were of the form 
prescribed by the Methodist church. 
Two hymns, a prayer, an addreifs and 
a benediction comprised it all. 

The people were slow In gathering. 
Among the first comers were the army 
officers. (Jcnoral Itaiidolph, chairman 
of artillery, and in cliarge of the mili- 
tary arrangements at tbe capiiol, was 
first amqng (.uose and soon afterwards 
came Qener^l Olllcspie, chief of en- 
gineers, and Oeneral Fitzhngh Lee. 
Soon the number of offlccis became 
too great to distinguish between them 
and the rotunda began to light up with 
the fiaabea of gold lace and giit but- 
toos and flaahlag sword seabhards 
scattered through the soberly dressed 
crowd of civilians. Before lu o'clock 
the latter hau assembled In such num- 
bers as to fill the greater part of the 
seating space not reserved for the 
persons in tbe funeral proceaaioa who 
were to enter tbe rotunda. 

Just at 10 o'clock Admiral Dewey 
made his appearance, accompaalod 
by General Otis, General Davis and 
General Ruggles. He glanced over 
the scene within and then toon up bis 
station at tbe eastern entrance where 
be was Joined by the other members 
of the guard of honor. 

Mrs. Hobart with her son and Mrs. 
Russel A. Alger, escorted by Colonel 
Hecker, also entered during the time 
of waltlag. The eiarcymea and the 
choir, tbe latter from the Metropolitan 
M. E. church, which Mr. McKinley at- 
tended, filed in and were sea(f»d ft tha 
head of the catafalque. 

President Roosevalt entered at 
10:50. He was accompanied by Mr.<^. 
Roosevelt and they were quickly fol- 
lowed by members of the house of 
representatives. Senator Frye, pres- 
ident pro tern., headed the senate and 
Speaker Henderson the house. 

The cabinet, tbe diplomatic corps 
and the navy followed one another In 
to the rotunda in rapid succtJSbioQ. 
Admiral Schley was among the naval 
officers present. They were followed 
by the White I^ouse f orps and they in 
turn by the senate. Aftfr these came 
the supreme coiirt. 

To the strains of "Nearer My God to 
Thee" by the lyiarine band outside, 
the casket was borne into the rotund.i.

Whenever there was 
an attempt to linger, especially over 
the easket, as there was in many in 
stances, the person making It was ud 
monlshed by the capitoi police tu 
"pass on." In this way about 130 peo- 
ple were enabled to view tha remains 
every minute. The crowd consisted 
of men, women and children, and all 
colors and agus were n presi-ntcd. 

Many children were carried through 
tbe building In the arms of their par- 
ents. As the body of tbe dead presi- 
4ent lay in state, it was guarded by 
representatives of all branches of the 
national martial service, and besides 
sentries at tbe head, foot and sides of 
tbe colBn, artitierymen, seamen and 
marines formed a lane through which 
the people passed.
